THRILLING INCIDENTS oF FLOOD 


Rescue of Hospital Patients—People 
Help is Proposed from 


Paris, Jan. 29—The waters of the 
River Seine, after having reached an 
unprecedented height and caused 
great destruction, began to recerle to- 
day. The crest of the flood wwas 
reached at midnight. The waters re- 
mained ‘stationary until two o’clock, 
after which they fell slowly. At eight 
o'clock ‘there had -heen a drop of two 
inches, according to statements is- 
sued this forenoon. During the night 
the storm clouds disappeared and the 
weather cleared. This morning the 
sun shone brightly. 

Drop in Stocks. 

French stocks averaged a loss of 
thirty francs last week. The = sub- 
way shares dropped 60 francs and all 
industrials were off. But considering 
the extent of the disaster, the drops 
are hardly as great as were anticip- 
ated. 

Evidence of the conditions above 
the city came today in the shape of 
an urgent appeal from Charenton for 
food and fresh clothing for two thou- 
sand babies rescued at Alfortville and 
lnry, who ‘have been without clothing 
for four days. 

The number ‘of refugees arriving 
here enormous, Charenton alone 
sending in 38,000 who lad come ‘there 
from Calais and other afflicted points.

‘This 
aeans a very considerable reduction 
from that in the las} parliament, 330, 
but it must not be forgotten that this 
ayas quite abnormal, A review of the 
dalance of parties since 1874 shows 
this. In 1874 the Conservatives whad 
an advantage of but 46, but they held 
power for six years.

ernment supporters there were ranged 
247 Liberals and 56 Nationalists. Dur- 
ing the Liberal parliament of 1880-

Conservatives, numbering 62, which 

avith 233 Conservatives, made the op- 

yosition force 293 strong.

‘This 
gave a precarious majority of 39 and 
the Liberal rule lasted but three years. 
In 1895 there were 340 Conservatives 
and 71 Unionists returned as against 
171 Liberals and 82 Nationalists, a ma- 
jority of 152. In 1900 the “khakd’”’ 
election brought about a slight reduc- 
‘tion in this, the figures standing: Con- 
servatives, 334, Unionists, 68, Liberals, 
186, and Nationalists 82, and a govern- 
ment majority of 134. Even in their 
darkest days the Liberals were never 
so much in the minority as the Con- 
servatives in the parliament just dis- 
solved. One certain result of the 
election just being concluded is the 
pushing of the Home Rule issue once 
again to the front. It was given a de- 
finite place on Mr, Asquith’s — pro- 
gramme, and some proposal for Irish 
local self-government is inevitable. 
When Gladstone's last Home Rule Bill 
was introduced, one of the arguments 
used to justify the action of the House 
of ‘Lords in throwing it out was that 
ithe government was in the minority 
in Great Britain and that without the 
support of the larger island no gov- 
ernment was justified in going on with 
‘so revolutionary a measure. Mr. As- 
quith will, however, have a majority 
in Great Britain, leaving Ireland out of 
the calculation altogether, of between 
: 60 and 7o.

Every 70 
persons who live in the cities are de- 
pendent upon 30 farmers for the raw 
materials that are necessary to exist- 
ence. ‘Ihe only way that flre:7o‘in the 
cities can get money with which to 
pay the farmers is to manufacture 
the raw products of the farm into 
finished forms, to perform profes- 
sional service, or to assist in the task 
of distributing the products of fac- 
tories and farms. The competition 
among the 70 to perform the services 
that are required by the 30 will keep 
the wages of the zo low,-while the 
great demand created by the 70 for 
the products of ‘the 30 will keep the 
prices of farm products high. Is that 
not so?” " 

Hence it would seem that though 
prices of farm products are high, 
compared with what they used to be, 
the farmer is paid for his work in a 
groat measure with ‘his own earnings, 
he paying out a large percentage of 
his earnings in order to have his pro- 
ducts distributed and the 30 are also 
paying the 7o out of the 100 for 
eating what ‘they raise. 

We may ask: Why cannot this go 
on? ‘Because in the United States the 
proportion of producers cannot much 
longer feed the consumers, or non- 
producers. When this comes about 
the States are in the same class with 
Great Britain. Canada would soon 
follow. The problem, it would seem, 
we have most prominent. with us at 
presentis economy of distribution, 
and the keeping up of a proper pro- 
portion of producers to consumers.
